ceedings In the senate yesterday indi- 
cate that the republican members will 
insist on conducting the investigation 
originated by tho governor for the re- 
moval of Auditor-General McCamant 
and State Treasurer Boyer as a trial in 
court would be conducted. There was 
considerable discussion on a resolution 
offered by Senator Hall requesting: the 
governor to submit to the senate the 
testimony obtained by the state treas- 
nry investigating committee which he 
thought would expedite matters, 


Senator Gobin (rep.) opposed the in- 


troduction of this testimony, and con- 
tended that instead of expediting1 mat- 
ters it would only prolong the session, 


bemitor Ross (dem.) thought this evi- 


dence was necessary for passing on al- 
loyed delinquencies of the auditor-gen- 
eral and state treasurer. It would not 
do, ho said, at the threshold of the In- 
vestigation to have it announced that 
tho senate would be circumscribed by 
tin* bounds indicated. It was for tho 
senate to decide at the proper time 
what testimony was relevant or irrele- 
vant. 


The resolution of Mr. Hall

ABNORMAL K MIGRATION. 


The Causes ol the Exodua from Ru»ift 


and Italy. 


NEW YORK, Oct 15.—Col, John W. 


Webber inspector of emigration, Dr. 
Walter 
Kempler 
and Mr. Charles 


Semsy, who form part of, the commis- 
sion sent by the United States govern- 
ment to inquire into the causes of the 
abnormal emigration to this country, 
arrived here this morning on the steam- 
ship Spree. Col. Webber in an inter- 
view with a reporter of the United 
Press in regard to their inquiries in 
Europe said: 


"The points regarded most important 


were Italy and Russia on account of 
the abnormal emigration from those 
conn tries. In Russia, after careful in- 
vestigation we found the conditions 
that affect emigration so grave and 
peculiar in character that we do not 
feel warranted in speaking- of them ex- 
cept In the form of an official report ac- 
companied with corroborative evidence 
without which the statements of the 
commissioners might be regarded as 
incredible. " 


"In relation to the failure of crops 


in Russia the press reports so far as 
relates to those portions of Russia vis- 
ited by the commissioners do not seem 
to be overdrawn." 


"Tbe other section of the commission 


are still in Italy nwsuing their investi- 
gations. In the other parts of Europe 
tl(e emigration won found to be nor- 
mal, 
the particular cause inciting emi- 


gration b'uing a desire to better their 
condition, the chief burden of com- 
plaint being exactions of military ser- 
vices, excessive taxation and low woges, 


"In Russia the opinion regarding the 


superior conditions prevailing in the 
United States is derived almost entirely 
from relatives and friends who have 
preceded them here and not from the 
European press. I do not expect our 
report to be ready before the end of 
November."

The Hunter Indictment. 


The fiiot that the grand jar; has re- 
urned an indictment against W. B. 
Hunter, of Mt. [Zion township, in con- 
icotion with the late alleged fraudulent 
marking of tiakets after they left the 
voters' hands at the spring election, is 
not ft matter of surprise to those who 
leard the evidence in the contest that 
allowed ;Uie election, in , which W, B. 
lunter was declared not elected to the 
ifflce he ;hel<l and that D. G. JDavidson 
wna elected. 


It is fair to presume that the same evi- 


dence was presented to the grand jnry 
thut was introduced in the contest, If 
,t was it is fair to assume also that every 
member of the grand jury voted to 
udict W. B. Hunter. "With the some 
evidence before them it would be diffi- 
cult to harmonize a vote on the part of 
any member of the grand jury against 
indictment, with the oath he took OB a 
grand juror. The action of this grand 
jury will go fur .toward restoring confi- 
dence in the grand jury system. 


This case was partisan <n its nature, 


having been a crime apparently perpe- 
trated in the interest of a political party. 
The grand jury IWBB [made up of men 
from both parties; and if we arc correct 
in assuming that partisanship gave way 
to evidence which clearly pointed toward 
W. B. Hunter as probably guilty of the 
crime ot marking the tickets after they 
loft the hands of the voter and voted to 
return un indictment against him, and 
thus bring him before the court where be 
may be fmrly tried for the crime with 
whioti he is charged, then indeed we are 
ruassured that men can be trusted on 
grand juries to uphold the supremacy of 
the law, oven under extraordinary oir- 
suEnstances. 


The evidence brought out in the elec- 


tion contest clearly indicated that Mr 
Hunter was the only man on that elec- 
tion board who could have baen guilty ol 
marking the tickets. It io said that Mr. 
Hunter himself, while proclaiming his 
innocence, admitted that the evidence 
pointed to him as the guilty party; anc 
if he is innocent he could ask no greater 
favor of the public thau a fair and im 
partial trial by a jnry of hia peers as a 
vindication from the damaging signs o 
circumstances. 


If, on the other hand, Mr. Hunter is 


guilty, as a judge at un election where 
his neighbors were exercising the consti- 
tutional right of suffrage, of committing 
the crime of changing the will of the 
voters as uxpreaeed on their^ballots by 
marking u name ot? the ballot, then the 
punishment prescribed by the statutes is 
not 'commensurate with the crime he 
committed.

bran, of Daoatur, with Miss Nell Sohroe- 
der as accompanist and harp selection by 
Madame Josephine Ohatterton, of Chi- 
cago, who also gavo an encore numbei 
The gifted lady, on motion of Uol. Smith, 
was made an honorary member of tbe 
society by unanimous vote, a high com- 
pliment which she acknowledged in 
graceful language. 
The Union gave a 


vote of thanks to the citizens, the press, 
the musicians and the Congregational 
church for favors shown, and then ad- 
journed to meet next year in Champaign, 


During tbe afternoon session the pro- 


gram was observed. The musical selec- 
tions were by Madame Ohatterton on the 
tuneful harp, and by the Misses Buyd, of 
Deoatnr, who gave a finely executed 
piano duet. Mr. A. B. Alexander, of De 
oatnr, favored the Union with a baritone 
solo which was enthusiastically received, 
and at the close "The Carnival of Venice" 
was played by Madame Chattorton.

dent, resulting in the death of three 
memberst>f tire Intcr-Occnn staff, oc- 
curred on tlie Chicago & Eastern Illi- 
nois railroad yesterday morning at 11 
o'clock at Crete, 111.

Leonard Washburnc, sporting reporter 
for the Intcr-Occan; Fred W. Henry, 
reporter for the Inter-Ocean; .1. A. Mc- 
Afferty, artist for the Intor-Ocvan, -and 
James Clark, engineer 


The train left Evansvillc eurly yes- 


terday morning and proceeded s>uf ely to 
Crete, where it ran into an open switch 
The four men who were killed wero oil 
the enfiue, Henry and JlcAfforty hav- 
ing gone out for the purpose of writing 
up and illustrating a midnight ride oil 
the fast train, and \Vasliburne, who 
was returning to Chicugo from an In- 
diana trip, having- joined hib friends on 
tlie entrine. 


The accident came without warning, 


and as the locomotive plunged from the 
track the four men were caught and 
buried beneath the wreck. Fireman 
Laftcrty jumped from the engine and is 
slightly injured
